REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


Many  events  have  taken  place  this  past  year.  There  have  been  several  changes  in  town. 

First,  the  dump  closure  is  complete  except  for  some  final  paperwork  that  needs  to  be 
completed,  which  the  Select  Board  is  working  with  Greg  Ward  to  finish  up. 

The  compactor  is  in  and  operating.  This  will  save  money  on  trucking  fees,  however  this 
past  year  tipping  fees  have  risen  dramatically.  To  help  offset  these  increases  we  are 
asking  the  residents  of  Goshen  to  please  recycle  as  much  as  possible.  The  less 
household  trash  that  is  put  in  the  compactor,  the  less  expense  to  the  town.  We  all  need 
to  work  together  to  keep  cost  down.  Thank  you  in  advance  for  your  help. 

The  Pearson  Property  which  was  located  near  the  town  hall  was  burned  last  March.  We 
couldn't  have  done  it  without  the  Goshen  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  the  help  of  the 
surrounding  departments.  THANK  YOU!!  Also,  our  Road  Agent  Shelly  Stevens,  a  big 
THANK  YOU  for  the  outstanding  job  of  hauling  away  the  debris  and  filling  and  leveling 
the  cellar  hole. 

You  by  now  probably  have  seen  the  new  highway  truck  taking  care  of  the  town  roads. 
These  monies  were  appropriated  at  last  year's  town  meeting. 

The  town  hired  Bertrand  L.  Spooner  Jr.  to  take  Officer  Copp's  place.  Unfortunately,  Bert 
who  held  a  full  time  job  with  the  Bradford  Police  Department  was  promoted  to  Chief  of 
Police  over  there  and  had  to  resign  from  our  department.  Currently,  Ed  Andersen  is 
taking  charge  while  the  town  is  excepting  applications  for  the  review  process.  The  town 
hired  Courtney  Heath  as  our  full  time  officer  through  the  grant  program.  As  many  of  you 
know  Courtney  was  already  one  of  our  part  time  officers.  He  will  be  attending  the  full 
time  academy  in  September.  The  police  department  was  moved  upstairs  in  the  Planning 
board  room,  also  the  past  voting  room.  You  can  reach  the  Police  Department  by  calling 
863-0700.  If  no  answer,  your  call  will  be  dispatched  to  New  London  Police  Department. 

Lastly,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  those 
residents  who  donate  their  time  to  the  Town  of  Goshen.  Without  your  time  and  support 
we  wouldn't  be  able  to  do  it  without  you.

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Goshen  Conservation  Commission 
2000-2001 


The  Goshen  Conservation  Commission  manages  the  Rand  Pond  Public 
Beach,  the  town  lease  area  at  Gunnison  Lake/Williamson  Park  and  the 
Goshen  Memorial  Park. 

Rand  Pond  Public  Beach:  In  October  2000  the  Commission  received  a 
state  wetland  permit  for  construction  of  a  boardwalk  from  the  boat  access 
road  to  the  beach.  Work  on  this  will  take  place  during  the  Summer  of  2001 
when  the  wetland  area  is  not  flooded.  A  sign  listing  hours  and  regulations  will 
be  posted,  and  a  portable  toilet  will  be  available  during  the  swimming  season. 

Gunnison  Lake  /  Williamson  Park:  You  may  have  noticed  over  the 
past  six  months  that  the  water  level  of  Gunnison  Lake  is  steadily  going  down. 
This  was  caused  by  someone  throwing  rocks  into  the  riser,  which  in  turn 
broke  the  dam's  outlet  gate  in  an  open  position.  The  NH  Department  of  Water 
Resources  (NHDWR)  will  repair  the  gate  when  the  water  is  low  enough  to 
allow  them  access.  This  lowered  lake  level  will  impact  fishing,  boating  and 
swimming  for  everyone;  please  notify  the  town  police  if  you  see  anyone  on 
the  riser  (cement  platform  near  dam);  vandals  will  be  prosecuted  by  NHDWR. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Ernie  Dennis  for  constructing  a  frame  for  the  new  sign  at 
the  cemetary  side  of  the  lake,  and  to  Ron  Kemptonfor  opening  the  Route  31  gate 
early  in  the  morning. 

Three  flowering  crab  trees  were  planted  in  memory  of  former  Commission 
members  Gerry  Dickerman,  Mark  Burns  and  Ruth  LeClair. 

Goshen  Memorial  Park: 

Two  members  of  the  Ausbon 
Sargeant  Land  Trust  walked  the 
boundary  this  fall  and  found  no 
violations  of  the  conservation 
easement.

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Year  2000  Annual  Report 
Goshen  Cemetery  Commission 


Year  2000  was  a  mixed  year  for  the  Goshen  Cemetery  Commission.  Lost  this 
year  were  two  long  time  supporters  of  preservation  projects.  Doris  Newman  was  actively 
involved  with  the  local  Reprisal  Chapter  of  the  DAR.    Some  will  remember  attending  her 
annual  tours  of  veterans  graves  held  in  conjunction  with  Old  Home  Day  ceremonies. 
Also  lost  this  year  was  Elizabeth  Nelson.  Elizabeth  volunteered  untold  hours  along  with 
her  husband  Arthur  in  documenting  gravesite  information.  We  are  currently  working  on 
transferring  all  this  information  into  computer  discs  for  easy  reference.  We  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  both  these  dedicated  community  volunteers. 

Another  sad  note  this  year  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  damage  caused  by 
vandalism.  Most  of  the  recent  damage  has  been  in  the  Four  Corners  Cemetery.    Due  to 
our  small  budget  and  reliance  on  volunteer  help  these  problems  consume  precious  time 
and  resources.  Please  notify  the  town  clerk  or  commission  members  immediately  of  any 
new  damage  observed.  We  plan  to  install  copies  of  current  regulations  at  all  cemeteries 
in  the  coming  year.  Although  most  cemetery  policy  is  directed  by  civil  law  the 
destruction,  mutilation,  injury  or  removal  of  any  gravestone,  marker,  or  other  structure  is 
a  class  B  felony.  We  sincerely  hope  that  those  responsible  for  the  damage  will  soon  grow 
in  maturity  and  self  control. 

There  were  a  total  of  six  burials  conducted  this  year  in  Goshen  cemeteries.  Two 
of  these  were  full  burials  which  include  the  required  concrete  vaults.  The  remaining  four 
burials  were  of  cremation  remains.  These  are  usually  contained  in  small  urns.  Full 
burials  require  the  use  of  a  backhoe.  This  service  is  subcontracted  and  varies  in  cost 
depending  on  the  operator  and  conditions  involved.  Due  to  the  small  and  unpredictable 
nature  of  the  business  it  is  usually  a  challenge  to  find  an  operator  when  services  are 
needed.  Anyone  interested  in  providing  this  service  on  an  as  needed  basis  should  contact 
a  member  of  the  cemetery  commission. 

Rehabilitation  work  continues  at  a  slow  but  steady  pace.  Our  experimental  use  of 
an  engine  hoist  to  right  dangerously  tilted  monuments  has  proven  successful.  As  we  did 
not  receive  the  second  half  of  our  annual  budget  until  the  end  December  there  was  a 
shortage  of  funds  available  during  the  crucial  summer  months.  At  current  funding  levels 
we  should  have  enough  saved  in  year  2001  to  continue  our  yearly  capital  improvement 
project.  We  were  able  to  purchase  signs  this  year  for  all  three  cemeteries.     These  will  be 
installed  with  the  warmer  weather. 

Our  commission  members  thank  you  for  the  many  comments  of  support  and\ 
encouragement  which  we  have  received.  We  truly  enjoy  this  fascinating  and  educational 
municipal  service.  Our  hope  is  to  create  an  environment  which  is  visually  attractive  and 
inviting  to  explore.

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OLIVE  G.  PETTIS  LIBRARY 
2000  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Olive  G.  Pettis  Library  had  a  year  of  many  "UP's"  and  a  few  "Down's". 

"UP's"  included  more  improvements  to  the  building  with  the  sanding  and 
refinishing  of  the  floor  in  the  new  addition  by  Ethel  Niisen  and  the  second  coat  of 
paint  to  the  outside  of  the  new  addition  by  Jan  Parmalee.  Both  people  donated 
their  services.  Thanks  to  money  raised  in  a  raffle  and  a  donation  by  the  Nilsen's, 
a  new  storage  shed  was  erected  behind  the  library  by  the  Nilsen's  which  provides 
room  for  mowers,  paint  cans,  etc. 

The  program,  "Read  Across  America"  was  conducted  through  the  summer 
months  by  the  librarian.  The  "Down"  part  was  that  not  enough  young  readers 
participated.  Both  the  librarian  and  the  Library  Trustees  ask  parents  to  make 
more  use  of  the  library  both  by  themselves  and  by  their  children. 

The  library  sponsored  a  successful  Bicycle  Safety  program  during  the  summer, 
which  was  held  on  the  Post  Office  parking  lot.  Stop  and  yield  signs, 
intersections,  blind  driveways  and  obstacles  greeted  the  cyclists  as  they 
maneuvered  their  ways  through  the  various  stations.  Parents,  Trustees,  Friends 
of  the  Library,  the  Librarian  and  Courtney  Heath,  Goshen's  policeman, 
contributed  their  services  along  with  a  bike  safety  check-up  provided  by  Bob 
Skinner's  Sport  and  Ski  Shop. 

The  annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt  occurred  Saturday,  April  22nd  and  dozens  of  children 
scoured  the  lawn  and  nearby  hills  for  the  elusive  eggs.  Their  efforts  were 
rewarded  by  prizes  and  refreshments. 

The  librarian  purchased  many  new  and  interesting  books  both  fiction  and  non- 
fiction  for  both  adults  and  children.  Up-to-date  VCR  tapes  are  available  for 
borrowing  and  are  changed  Bi-monthly  through  an  exchange  program  with 
twelve  other  libraries  to  which  the  library  belongs.  Due  to  a  gift,  there  is  a  more 
powerful  computer  available  for  the  town  to  use.  This  computer  was  boosted  to 
a  system  8  and  is  on  the  internet;  however,  there  is  need  for  a  new  computer 
which  would  be  capable  of  running  some  programs  which  require  more  power 
than  the  present  machine  provides.  One  new  acquisition  is  a  set  of  the  most 
recent  edition  of  World  Book  Encyclopedia,  which  everyone  should  be 
encouraged  to  use.  When  term  papers  and  book  reports  are  due  for  school,  the 
Internet  is  not  the  safest  place  for  factual  information.  A  good  encyclopedia  is. 

The  Library  Trustees  decided  not  to  insulate  the  cellar  walls  and  ceiling  after 
determining  the  library  stayed  warm  enough  during  cold  spells,  thus  saving  the 
town  $3,000.00  which  was  allotted  to  this  project. 
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Old  Home  Day  was  a  great  success  thanks  to  the  leadership  of  Ethel  Nilsen.  She 
gathered  an  energetic  committee  of  the  community  workers,  Library  Trustees 
and  Friends  of  the  Library  to  plan  a  full  day  of  fun  and  festivities.  Many  local 
merchants  such  as  Steve's  Country  Store,  Dennis  Lumber  and  Dos  Loco  Gringos 
donated  funds  to  sponsor  Tricky  Dick,  the  Magician  and  the  Sugar  River  Band 
which  played  for  contra  dancing  in  the  evening. 

The  calendar  project,  which  is  the  library's  biggest  money  raising  project  was 
headed  by  Sherri  Moen  and  Lilyan  Wright  in  their  roles  as  Friends  of  the  Library, 
did  well  this  year  and  calendars  have  been  distributed  to  all  businesses  which 
bought  ads  and  to  all  community  members  who  purchased  calendars. 

Thanksgiving  saw  a  cooperative  enterprise  with  Goshen-Lempster  School:  the 
collection  of  foodstuffs  for  distribution  to  needy  families.  Two  huge  boxes 
replete  with  turkeys  were  given  to  local  families.  And  Christmas  was  celebrated 
with  a  well-attended  Christmas  party  for  the  children  who  took  advantage  of 
sitting  on  the  lap  of  an  obliging  Santa  Claus  brought  to  the  library  by  our  local 
firemen.  Games  were  played,  Christmas  stories  were  read  and  ample 
refreshments  provided  by  the  librarian  and  the  Trustees  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  new  Trustees  elected  last  March  are  Dorothy  Grazier,  replacing  hard  working 
Helen  Gates  and  Tom  pixon  who  is  serving  a  second  term.  Other  Trustees  are 
Elaine  Bevilacqua,  Marianne  Dennis,  Sherri  Moen  and  Lilyan  Wright.  In  addition, 
the  Select  persons  appointed  three  alternates:  Gary  Moul,  Helen  Gates  and 
Valerie  McCormick.  At  a  meeting  in  the  fall,  Elaine  asked  to  be  relieved  of  her 
duty  as  secretary  and  the  Trustees  elected  Valerie  McCormick  to  this  office. 
Also,  this  summer,  Dorothy  Grazier  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Treasurer. 

Everyone  is  invited  to  enjoy  the  friendliness  and  the  education  the  Library  offers.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Goshen  Fire  Department  responded  to  39  Calls  for  Services  (CFS)  in  the  year 
2000  with  man-hours  totalling  270  hours.  The  breakdown  for  calls  is  as  follows: 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents        9  Brush  /  Grass  Fires  7 

Tree  /  PowerLines  7  Mutual  Aid  Requests  5 

Public  Assist  5  Chimney  Fires  4 

Hazards  Materials  2  Structure  Fires 0

This  is  an  increase  of  22%  in  CFS  and  a  reduction  in  man  hours  of  68%.  The 
reduction  is  mostly  cause  by  the  same  problem  the  area  is  suffering  as  well  as  the  nation,  the 
shortage  of  volunteer  availability.  This  deficit  puts  a  burden  on  the  department  to  have  a 
higher  standard  of  trained  and  equipped  personnel.  With  the  increase  in  CFS,  reliable 
equipment  is  also  required.  Our  first  line  of  defence  is  still  the  trucks.  They  are  as  follows: 
Engine  1  1977  International  4X4 

Engine  2  1 976  Ford  Pumper 

Engine  3  1 969  American  LaFrance 

Forestry  1  1968  Ford  Mini-Pumper 

The  Fire  Station  has  had  several  improvements  this  past  year.  A  backup  generator 
was  bought  to  use  for  power  failures  and  the  electrical  service  entrance  was  upgrade.  Next 
year  we  hope  to  upgrade  the  interior  electrical  system.  The  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  stalls 
where  the  trucks  park  was  painted  this  year.  Now  the  complete  building  has  been  painted 
within  two  years. 

The  big  event  this  year  was  the  controlled  burn  of  the  Pierceson's  property  in  March. 
This  was  a  demonstration  of  the  neighbouring  towns  providing  mutual  aid  to  the  town.  After 
many  meetings  and  hours  of  planning,  the  burn  was  a  success. 

I  would  like  to  Thank  the  members  of  the  Goshen  Fire  Dept.  for  their  hard  work  and 
determination  to  give  the  town  the  best  service  possible  and  to  Thank  their  families  for 
supporting  them  in  their  effort. 

I  would  like  to  also  Thank  the  Town  of  Goshen  and  its  residents  for  their  past  support 
and  am  looking  forward  to  providing  the  best  service  to  you  that  the  Fire  Dept.  is  able  to.

During  the  period  January  1,  2000  through  December  31,  2000  this  department  responded 
to  55  calls  for  service  in  the  Town  of  Goshen,  compared  to  43  calls  handled  in  calendar  1999. 

As  the  91 1  EMS  provider  for  five  communities,  we  will  handle  over  1,000  emergencies 
this  year.  We  hope  you  don't  require  our  services,  but  you  may  rest  assured  that  if  you  should 
need  us,  we  will  respond  in  a  timely  and  professional  manner. 

State  law  requires  that  we  transport  to  the  closest  appropriate  facility  for  emergency 
patient  care.  This  means,  in  most  cases,  New  London  or  Valley  Regional  hospitals.   In  certain 
circumstances,  we  may  transport  to  Dartmouth  Hitchcock,  depending  on  location  of  the  call  and 
nature  of  the  injury  or  illness. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  and  the  emergency  service  providers  of  Goshen  for  their 
continued  support.

The  Goshen  Police  Department  has  undergone  many  changes  in  the  new 
Millennium.  The  full-time  officer  position  was  filled  in  June  with  one  of  the 
Town's  part-time  officers,  Courtney  Heath.  Courtney  is  scheduled  for  a  fall 
academy. 

The  Police  Department  took  applications  for  a  new  Officer  in  Charge/Chief 
with  a  handful  of  applications.  Detective  Sergeant  Bertrand  Spooner  of  Bradford 
Police  was  hired  as  Chief  of  Police.  As  things  changed,  Bert  was  hired  as  Chief  of 
Police  in  Bradford,  and  was  forced  to  resign.  We  are  again  on  the  lookout  for  a 
Chief. 

The  full-time  officer's  position  has  shown  to  be  effective.  Thefts  were 
down  more  than  50%  and  burglaries  were  down  40%  from  last  year.  As  more 
people  move  into  Town  and  travel  through  the  area,  crime  is  sure  to  increase. 
Automobile  accidents  are  on  the  increase,  as  they  are  everywhere.  With  more 
officer  time  on  the  road  we  can  hopefully  prevent  some  of  the  accidents  from 
happening.  We  have  been  able  to  handle  most  of  our  cases  here  in  Town  and 
plan  to  continue  as  such.

It  seems  that  everywhere  we  look  we  see  or  read  something  about  technology 
and  its  impact  on  our  lives.  Increasingly  we  communicate,  shop,  investigate  and  learn 
online.  During  the  past  year,  Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has 
invested  resources  and  time  to  educate  staff  so  that  we  can  use  technology  to  its  best 
advantage  in  caring  for  patients  in  their  homes.  Since  so  much  of  what  we  do  involves 
the  healing  touch  you  might  wonder  why  we  would  invest  so  heavily  in  technology.  Our 
mission  at  Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  to  provide  home  health 
services  that  will  preserve  the  dignity  and  independence  of  those  for  whom  we  provide 
care.  Technology  is  one  tool  that  supports  that  mission. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  preparing  for  a  change  in 
Medicare  reimbursement  going  from  a  cost-reimburse  system  to  a  prospective  payment 
system  (PPS).  This  is  the  first  major  change  to  Medicare  since  it  was  initiated  in  1965. 
Under  PPS  each  patient  must  receive  a  comprehensive  assessment  called  OASIS,  a 
questionnaire  involving  over  100  questions  about  the  patient's  clinical  status,  functional 
status  and  need  for  therapy.  From  those  questions,  a  payment  for  an  episode  of  care 
lasting  up  to  60  days  is  determined.  One  of  our  major  concerns  was  to  ensure  that  we 
provided  technology  that  would  allow  the  nurses  and  therapists  to  collect  this 
information,  but  have  the  time  needed  to  actually  provide  care  to  the  patient.  Over  the 
summer,  all  clinicians  have  been  trained  and  received  laptop  computers.  This  allows  the 
staff  access  to  the  most  up  to  date  information  on  each  patient  and  allows  administration 
to  have  the  data  necessary  for  regulatory  and  reporting  purposes. 

We  have  also  invested  in  state  of  the  art  technology 
or  contracted  with  other  providers  to  bring  the  latest 
in  clinical  advances  to  your  home.  As  patients  leave 
the  hospital  more  quickly  or  have  operative 
procedures  done  on  an  outpatient  basis,  more 
technology  is  needed  in  the  home.  This  technology 
enhances  patient  care,  improves  efficiency  and 
lowers  costs.  Technology  can  allow  a  terminally  ill 
child  to  be  at  home  with  his  family  or  can  allow  an 
adult  needing  intravenous  therapy  to  continue  going 
to  work. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  also  invested  in  training  and  in  competency  assessment 
for  our  staff  to  ensure  that  their  assessment  and  treatment  skills  are  of  the  highest 
quality  to  meet  patient  needs.  We  have  specialists  on  staff  in  the  areas  of  cardiology, 
wound  care,  diabetes,  pediatrics  and  hospice.  All  of  our  clinical  staff  and  the  support 
staff  back  at  the  office  are  committed  to  achieving  the  best  outcome  for  each  and  every 
patient  we  see.  We  are  gratified  by  the  strong  community  support  we  receive  and  by  the 
comments  on  our  care  submitted  by  patients  and  families. 

In  fulfilling  its  mission,  Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  provided  a 
number  of  community  benefits  for  residents  of  Merrimack  and  Sullivan  counties  in 
addition  to  charity  care  in  excess  of  $75,000.

The  Long-term  Care  program  provided  94 1  hours  of  care  for  9 
patients.  Influenza  vaccine  was  provided  for  37  residents  and  Life  Line  services  for  3 
residents. 

All  of  us  at  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  thank  you  for  your  support,  and  look  forward  to 
providing  home  health,  hospice  and  community  services  for  the  residents  of  Goshen  in 
the  coming  year.

We  at  Sullivan  County  Hospice  are  requesting  $250  from  the  Town  of  Goshen. 

Sullivan  County  Hospice  has  been  in  existence  since  1984.  We  are  a  volunteer  agency, 
governed  by  a  12  member  Board  of  Directors,  all  of  whom  reside  in  Sullivan  County. 

Our  mission  is  to  provide  practical  and  emotional  support  to  terminally  ill  patients  and 
their  families  within  Sullivan  County.  The  majority  of  the  individuals  we  serve  are  home 
hospice  patients,  who  have  decided  to  remain  at  home  under  the  care  of  their  families.  It 
is  in  this  setting  that  we  provide  most  of  our  services.  However,  we  have  the  flexibility 
to  follow  and  serve  our  patients  and  their  families  in  a  hospital  or  nursing  home  setting, 
as  well.  Our  volunteers  are  fully  trained  in  areas  such  as  death  and  dying,  the  grieving 
process,  active  listening  and  universal  precautions.  A  few  of  the  ways  our  volunteers 
provide  practical  support  include  respite  for  caregivers,  running  errands  and  light  meal 
preparation.  Our  volunteers  also  provide  emotional  support  to  both  the  patient  and  their 
family,  by  being  available  to  listen  and  offer  reassurance  and  encouragement. 

Our  referrals  come  from  doctors,  nurses,  visiting  nurse  associations,  discharge  planners, 
as  well  as  from  family  members  or  patients  themselves.  Our  only  requirements  for 
service  are  that  the  patient  be  terminally  ill  and  that  they  reside  in  Sullivan  County.  We 
accept  all  referrals  on  that  basis  and  there  is  never  a  charge  for  our  service. 

In  addition  to  providing  volunteer  services,  Sullivan  County  Hospice  offers  a 
bereavement  support  group.  This  group  is  scheduled  for  six  sessions  a  year,  each  lasting 
a  period  of  five  weeks.  These  groups  are  open  to  anyone  working  through  the  grieving 
process. 

We  thank  you  in  advance  for  your  consideration.  We  hope  that  you  will  continue  to 
support  our  work  with  your  financial  contribution,  as  we  continue  in  our  efforts  to 
support  the  terminally  ill  and  their  families  in  Sullivan  County.

On  behalf  of  Southwestern  Community  Services,  Inc.,  I  would  like  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
having  an  item  placed  on  your  town  warrant.  We're  at  the  point  where  we  must  ask  communities 
we  work  with  to  consider  a  small  appropriation  to  assist  in  our  outreach  efforts.  Although  other 
Community  Action  Agencies  in  New  Hampshire  traditionally  have  received  town  support,  we 
have  resisted,  knowing  how  tight  budgets  are.  Now,  however,  we  have  no  alternative  if  we  are  to 
continue  the  level  of  services  that  we  currently  offer. 

I  have  enclosed  for  your  reference  an  updated  list  of  the  services  that  we  provide  to  the  residents 
of  your  community,  along  with  the  value  of  those  services.  We  are  asking  each  community  to 
place  us  on  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  residents  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  small  percentage  of  the 
resources  that  we  put  into  that  community.  Therefore,  I  ask  that  Southwestern  Community 
Services,  Inc.  be  placed  on  your  town  warrant  to  request  a  minimum  appropriation  of  $500.  This 
amount  will  allow  us  to  maintain  the  outreach  and  service  deliver}'  in  Goshen  at  the  same  level 
as  in  the  past. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  offer  to  meet  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Budget  Committee,  or 
any  group  you  suggest  in  an  effort  to  further  detail  the  significance  of  our  request.  I  look  forward 
to  hearing  from  you  in  the  near  future.

j    Following  is  a  summary  of  the  needs  assessment  process,  as  well  as  information  about  the  ways  in  which  New 
London  Hospital  collaborated  with  other  organizations  and  involved  its  communities  in  this  project. 

Conducting  a  needs  assessment  is  not  new  to  New  London  Hospital  and  its  communities.  In  fact,  the  hospital 
provided  the  leadership  for  needs  assessments  in  1994  and  1999  and  has  been  publishing  a  Community  Benefits 
Report  since  1996.  In  addition,  a  group  called  Allies  for  Regional  Community  Health  (ARCH)  developed  out  of  the 
1994  needs  assessment  process  as  an  ongoing,  community-wide  effort  to  evaluate  and  seek  ways  to  improve  the 
community's  health  status  and  quality  of  life.  This  group — consisting  of  health  and  human  service  agencies,  school 
personnel  and  many  other  interested  individuals  and  organizations  from  throughout  the  community — continues  to 
meet  to  coordinate  and  report  on  assessment  and  improvement  efforts. 

In  January  of  1999,  New  London  Hospital,  through  ARCH,  brought  together  the  leaders  from  seven  area 
organizations  to  form  a  Community  Needs  Assessment  Steering  Committee.  Recognizing  that  there  are  many 
different  determinants  of  health  and  that  it  is  important  to  focus  on  the  assets  of  a  community,  the  1999  committee: 

•  identified  a  geographic  area  to  assess 

•  gathered  qualitative  data  on  community  resources  and  needs  through  many  focus  groups 

•  reviewed  quantitative  data  from  many  sources  on  things  such  as  cancer  rates,  tobacco  use,  prenatal  care  and 
poverty  rates 

•  sorted  the  top  three  needs  from  each  focus  group  or  data  source  into  eight  common  categories 

•  chose  four  priorities  which  were  reasonable  to  work  on  given  the  interest  and  resources  available 

The  four  priorities  chosen  were  as  follows: 

•  Communication/education  regarding  health  issues  and  area  resources 

•  Access  to  primary  care  physicians 

•  Transportation 

•  Sustainability  of  The  Rock  Dental  Clinic 

Various  individuals  and  organizations  began  to  work  on  addressing  these  priorities.  In  addition,  further  discussions 
took  place  in  the  Newport  community  in  2000  regarding  the  need  for  a  school-based  health  clinic  for  Newport 
Middle  High  School  students,  and  a  group  was  formed  to  develop  a  grant  proposal  for  funding  of  such  a  center.  (See 
Community  Benefits  Undertaken  in  Fiscal  Year  2000  for  more  specifics  on  the  five  priorities.)  Additional  work  was 
done  in  2000  as  well  to  update  the  needs  assessment  as  required  to  comply  with  the  new  Community  Benefits  Law. 
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Many  community  members  and  organizations  were  involved  in  the  needs  assessment,  and  additional  people  were 
drawn  into  the  process  once  priority  projects  were  chosen  and  task  forces  were  formed.  New  London  Hospital 
utilized  the  information  from  the  needs  assessment,  as  well  as  other  data  collected  through  its  strategic  planning 
process  and  various  patient  and  community  surveys,  to  develop  a  Community  Benefits  Plan  for  2001.  Input  on  the 
draft  plan  itself  was  solicited  in  the  following  ways: 

•  from  those  present  at  the  ARCH  meeting  on  December  5,  2000 

•  through  a  mailing  to  the  entire  ARCH  mailing  list  and  area  legislators 

•  through  the  hospital's  Board  of  Trustees,  Community  Council,  and  Development  &  Marketing  Committee 

•  through  a  public  notice  in  the  hospital's  main  lobby 

•  through  a  public  posting  of  the  plan  on  the  hospital's  web  site  (wuw.newlondonhospital.org)

The  UVLSRPC  is  a  nonprofit  voluntary  association  of  27  communities  in  New  Hampshire  and  '. 
in  Vermont,  and  has  been  serving  the  region  since  1963.  The  principal  focus  of  the  Commission' 
efforts  is  with  the  development  of  comprehensive  plans  for  beneficial  and  balanced  economic 
development,  environmental  protection,  and  social  growth  in  the  region.  We  function  as  ; 
research,  resource,  and  informational  agency  and,  when  appropriate,  we  work  to  obtain  Federal 
State,  and  other  approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance  for  individual  member  town; 
and  for  the  region.  The  Commission  provides  technical  assistance  to  member  communities  in  the 
areas  of  planning  (land  use,  transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping,  community 
development,  grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.  In  addition,  regional  studies  and  projects 
are  undertaken  to  the  benefit  of  more  than  one  community.  Examples  of  these  include  the 
Regional  Transportation  Plan,  the  household  hazardous  waste  collections,  and  ongoing  watei 
resource  protection  planning  activities  in  the  Mascoma  River,  Sugar  River,  Lake  Sunapee,  and 
Cold  River  watersheds.  All  NH  communities  were  offered  guidance  with  a  program  for  lowering 
flood  insurance  premiums  for  property  owners,  and  assistance  compiling  information  on  proposed 
conservation  projects  in  preparation  for  application  to  the  new  Land  and  Community  Heritage 
Investment  Program. 

In  the  past  year,  services  such  as  our  Planning  Board  training  series  and  library,  which  features 
maps,  planning  resources  and  US  Census  data,  were  utilized  by  a  large  number  of  the  region's 
residents,  local  officials,  board  members,  citizen  groups,  prospective  businesses,  and  nonprofit 
organizations.  As  a  foundation  for  the  region's  community  and  economic  development  activities, 
we  began  work  this  year  on  building  a  computerized  database  containing  locations  and  other  key 
information  on  major  employers,  childcare  providers,  and  assisted  housing,  as  well  as  general 
demographic  information  for  each  community. 

In  2000,  examples  of  our  work  specifically  for  the  Town  of  Goshen  included: 

*  Began  work  on  an  economic  development  plan  for  the  Claremont  job  center  to  improve  the  ,i 
area's  business  environment  by  leveraging  existing  assets  and  opportunities  to  address  current  i 
problems  and  needs  and  foster  economic  growth  that  will  be  beneficial  to  the  residents  of  the  t 
region. 

*  Assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  master  planning  process  by  reviewing  and  providing 
recommendations  on  draft  document  provided  by  the  Board. 

Coordinated  with  NH  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  regarding 
public  input  into  Mount  Sunapee  5  Year  Master  Plan  and  provided  comments  on  the  plan. 

*  Reviewed  plans  for  proposed  gravel  pit  and  provided  information  on  local  review  process 
and  applicable  state  regulations. 

Provided  map  of  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  sites  in  Goshen  and  provided  Planning 
Board  with  copy  of  historic  resources  survey  information  on  Plank  Houses.

On  a  motion  by  Lou  Lubrano  and  seconded  by  Dennis  Parmalee.   Sherri  Moen  makes  an  amendment  to  increase 
#4220  from  $15,000  to  $16,000  as  this  was  the  total  amount  that  was  asked  for  by  the  Fire  Department  and  the 
Budget  Committee  approved  that.  The  total  of  $1 5,000  was  a  typo  on  the  Budget  Committee's  Recommendation. 
Sydney  Lorandeau  explains  that  the  Fire  Department  sold  a  truck  that  was  bought  by  funds  raised  by  the  department 
on  their  own.  They  had  been  told  in  the  past  that  they  could  ask  for  the  money  back  to  be  placed  in  Capital  Reserve. 
Ricky  Shepard  clarifies  the  situation  of  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  equipment.  The  money  was  put  into  the  General 
Fund  and  is  now  being  asked  to  put  it  into  the  Capital  Reserve  for  the  Fire  Truck. 
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Dan  Peterson  seconds  the  motion  to  raise  #4220  from  $15,000  to  $16,000.  This  does  change  the  total  as  this  was  due 

to  a  typographical  error.  Fred  Smith  calls  the  question. 

Amendment  passes. 

Kevin  Copp  explains  that  with  the  passing  of  Article  #7  the  total  should  read  $21,697.00  subtracting  the  difference 

between  the  Newport  Contract  and  the  New  London  Contract  which  is  $6,336.00  less  as  the  amount  of  Article  #7 

that  was  already  raised  and  appropriated  and  the  difference.  Dennis  Parmalee  makes  motion  to  amend  #4210  to  a 

total  of  $21,697.00,  seconded  by  Eddie  Andersen.    Amendment  passes. 

John  Wirkkala  asks  why  there  is  such  a  drastic  difference  between  the  Selectmen's  budget  and  the  Budget 

Committee's  for  the  police  department.  Paul  Barrett  speaks  to  that.  He  explains  that  he  makes  a  motion  to  lower 

#4210  by  $8,700,  the  cost  of  the  full  time  officer.  We  no  longer  have  one  and  why  do  we  need  to  continue  on.  We 

are  in  a  3-year  contract  with  the  Federal  Cops  program. 

Kevin  Copp  explains  that  the  full  time  officer  could  not  live  on  the  low  salary  that  he  was  receiving  and  needed  to  fine 

other  employment. 

He  also  shows  that  his  budget  does  not  show  the  revenue  from  the  Federal  Cops  program.   Sherri  Moen  explains  that 

Kevin  is  not  to  name  the  person  as  this  is  a  violation.  Two  of  the  three  selectmen  felt  that  we  should  do  away  with 

the  program  before  it  costs  the  town  more  money.  The  leaving  officer  will  be  required  to  reimburse  the  town  the 

amount  of  money  they  spent  sending  him  to  the  police  academy.   Paul  Barrett  makes  a  motion  to  lower  #4210  down 

to  $12,997,  seconded  by  Fred  Wood.     Eddie  Andersen  explains  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  full  time  officer  as  he  gets 

called  out  when  he  is  not  on  call  for  Goshen  and  has  worked  all  day  at  New  London  Police  Department.     AJ  Dimond 

moves  to  vote  on  the  amendment  to  lower  the  Police  #4210  to  $12,997.  Amendment  defeated.  This  leaves  the 

Police     #4210  at  $21,997.00.  This  makes  the  total  of  the  Budget  Committee's  Budget  Total  $46,646.00. 

On  a  motion  to  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of  $46,646.00  for  Article  #8  by  Al  Dimond  and  seconded  by

To  choose  one  member  of  the  School  Board  from  Goshen  for  a  five  year  term  beginning  March  11,  2001. 

ARTICLE  3. 

To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  TWO  MILLION  SEVEN 
HUNDRED  NINETY  NINE  THOUSAND  TWO  HUNDRED  EIGHTY  SIX  DOLLARS  ($2,799,286.00) 
for  the  support  of  the  school,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  for  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.  This  article  does  not  include  appropriations  voted 
in  other  warrant  articles.    The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 

Note:  The  Board  anticipates  that  $1,728,720.00  from  sources  other  than  general  taxation  will  be  available 
to  apply  toward  these  expenditures. 

ARTICLE  5 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($5,000.00)  to  be  added  to  the  School  District  gym  floor  replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously 
established.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  6 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  TEN  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ■ 
($10,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  and  painting  of  the  exterior  of  the  school  building.  The  School 
Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required). 
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ARTICLE  7 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($5,000.00)  to  be  added  to  the  School  District  boiler  replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously 
established.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required.)  Note:  "The 
Board  has  previously  been  designated  as  agents  with  authority  to  disburse  these  funds  without  further 
voter  approval. 

ARTICLE  8 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  up  to  SIX  THOUSAND  NINE 
HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($6,900.00)  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  Phase  3  of  the  School  District's 
three  year  technology  plan.  The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation  (Majority  vote  required.) 

ARTICLE  9 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  enter  into  a  five  year 
lease/purchase  agreement  for  the  installation  of  energy  efficient  lighting.  The  total  cost  of  the 
lease/purchase  agreement  is  Thirty  Three  thousand  five  hundred  eighty  nine  dollars  (33,589.00)  to  be 
repaid  over  a  5  year  period  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  SIX  THOUSAND  SEVEN 
HUNDRED  EIGHTEEN  DOLLARS  (6,718.00)  for  the  first  year's  payment.  Future  years  installment 
payments  will  be  put  in  the  general  budget.    (2/3  Ballot  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  10 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

This  past  year  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District  has  continued  to  execute  well  its  mission  to 
provide  quality  educational  programming  to  the  students  of  the  district.  Furthermore,  the  district 
remains  committed  to  promoting  student  achievement  in  a  manner  that  is  not  only  educationally 
sound,  but  also  fiscally  prudent. 

By  way  of  illustration,  I  offer  the  following: 

•  A  series  of  instructional  initiatives  to  maximize  student  achievement  have  been 
introduced  this  year  that  have  resulted  in  many  positive  outcomes.  These  include 
creating  improved  learning  contexts  for  students  through  the  creation  of  a  multi-age 
classroom  as  well  as  a  looping  program  for  Grades  1  and  2  that  has  integrated  the 
learning  environment  for  these  students. 

•  Another  initiative  has  engaged  faculty  in  the  Cross  Curricula  Project  whereby  teachers 
developed  lessons  that  focused  on  interdisciplinary  learning  episodes.  By  accessing 
various  non-local  sources  of  funding,  the  school  was  able  to  use  this  effort  as  a  vehicle  to 
also  improve  student  scores  on  the  NH  Educational  Assessments. 

•  We  continue  to  see  graduates  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  distinguish  themselves  and 
their  communities  through  involvement  in  many  co-curricular  activities  and  displaying 
high  academic  achievement  at  area  high  schools. 

•  Despite  the  fact  that  energy  costs  have  escalated  dramatically,  the  wisdom  to  create  and 
utilize  a  capital  reserve  fund  to  replace  an  antiquated  boiler  could  not  have  come  at  a 
better  time.  Had  this  action  not  occurred  when  it  did,  then  energy  costs  truly  would  have 
become  oppressive. 

As  we  look  forward  to  next  school  year,  citizens  of  the  district  need  to  know  that  the  School 
Board  and  Administration  will  continue  to  work  assiduously  toward  improving  educational 
outcomes  in  a  fiscally  prudent  manner.  Already  the  Board  has  crafted  a  proposed  budget  for 
2001-2002  that  reflects  certain  savings  to  the  district,  thereby  mitigating  the  effect  that  increasing 
costs  in  areas  that  we  cannot  control  could  have  on  our  educational  programs. 

In  closing,  I  am  reminded  of  a  common  statement  that  the  early  Romans  used  to  describe  their 
efforts  to  improve  their  lot.  Ad  Astra  Per  Aspira  -  to  strive  to  reach  great  heights  was  their 
watchword,  and,  in  my  mind,  aptly  describes  what  guides  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
2000 


The  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  began  the  new 
millennium  with  a  year  that  was  rich  with  experiences  for 
students.   School  volunteers  and  educational  staff  spent 
many  hours  planning  for  activities  and  creating  programs  to 
provide  an  exciting  learning  environment  for  the  children  of 
the  community.     Only  some  of  the  events  are  able  to  be 
highlighted  in  this  report;  however,  the  "sketch"  of 
activities  demonstrates  how  well  the  community  is  involved 
with  the  overall  function  of  its  school. 


JANUARY 

The  awesome  effort  by  parent  volunteers  Janet  Gibson 
and  Carlene  Scarlet  as  coordinators  of  the  Winter  Activity 
Program  made  many  terrific  experiences  available  to  our 
students.    They  began  during  the  previous  summer  to  arrange 
activities  and  transportation  so  that  the  students  could 
participate  in  swimming,  skiing,  roller  skating,  gymnastics, 
cooking,  carpentry,  bowling,  and  basketball. 

Ms.  Williams  spent  many  afternoons  coaching  a 
Goshen-Lempster  girls'  basketball  team.   The  team  played 
interscholastic  games  with  the  Sunapee  Middle  School  girls' 
team . 

Eighth  grade  students  entered  into  a  twelve  week 
program  of  Personal  Safety  and  Awareness.    They  became 
acguainted  with  potentially  unsafe  situations  in  life's  path 
They  learned  techniques  and  response  mechanisms  to  ensure 
their  safety  during  threatening  situations.    The  program, 
delivered  by  Women's  Supportive  Services,  is  an  example  of 
local  community  involvement  in  the  public  schools. 

Another  example  of  community  involvement  is  a 
training  program  for  our  students  in  Peer  Mediation. 
Esther  Tardy  Wolfe,  Director  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Area 
Mediation  Program,  spent  several  afternoons  training 
students,  who  were  selected  by  their  peers,  to  mediate  minor 
disputes  between  other  students.   This  very  successful 
program  was  to  continue  into  the  following  school  year  under 
the  coordination  Ms.  Patty  Bechok. 

FEBRUARY 

The  P.T.C.,  under  the  direction  of  President 
Peggy  Brown,  sponsored  such  social  activities  for  students 
as  a  Valentine's  dance. 

The  P.T.C.  also  sponsored  a  school  wide  Magic  Show 
by  Creative  Enterprises  on  the  Friday  afternoon  before 
students  left  for  their  Winter  vacation. 
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Students  were  honored  for  their  various  achievements 
at  the  Mid-year  Awards  Assembly.        Special  presentations 
were  made  to  school  volunteers  Ms.  Carlene  Scarlett  and 
Ms.  Janet  Gibson  for  their  organization  of  the  Winter  Activity 
Program;  presentations  were  also  made  to  Dr.  Lilyan  Wright  and 
Ms.  Christine  Williams  for  their  work  with  the  Field  Hockey 
program . 

MARCH 

School  District  meeting  was  a  pure  demonstration  of 
parental  support  for  the  school  program.   Many  parents  of 
students  organized  to  encourage  members  of  the  community  to 
attend  the  meeting  and  to  exercise  their  right  to  vote.  Among 
the  leaders  in  this  effort  were  Ms.  Janet  Gibson,  Ms. 
Kristen  Bartlett,  and  Ms.  Gail  Peck.    The  effort  resulted 
in  a  tremendous  number  of  citizens  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting,  making  the  very  important  decisions  about  the 
operation  of  their  school. 

The  school  staff  organized  a  student  reading  project 
known  as  Read  Across  America.     The  emphasis  was  placed  on 
on  Dr.  Seuss  books.    The  activities  consisted  of  daily 
reading  activities,  volunteer  adults  from  the  community 
reading  to  students,  older  students  reading  to  younger 
students,  Ms.  Brown  preparing  Dr.  Seuss  lunches,  and 
students  voting  for  their  favorite  Dr.  Seuss  book. 

Mr.  Ekstrom  and  his  sixth  grade  class  spent  a  week 
at  the  FIRST  PLACE  program  in  Manchester.   Their  challenge 
was  to  design  a  biosphere  for  the  surface  of  Mars.   There 
were  many  components  to  the  project:  robotics,  computer 
design,  human  physiology,  energy  production  in  space,  and 
understanding  the  planet  Mars. 

Ms.  Bechok  and  the  Goshen-Lempster  peer  mediators 
traveled  to  the  New  Hampshire  Technical  Institute  in  Concord 
for  a  state  wide  conference.    This  was  their  opportunity  to 
meet  with  other  peer  mediators  from  schools  throughout 
New  Hampshire. 

On  the  evening  of  March  23,  many  parents  and 
community  members  attended  the  annual  Student  Project  Fair; 
this  year,  the  theme  was  community.    There  were  many 
dazzling  displays  such  as  constructed  models  of  authentic 
local  historical  sites.    Ms.  Davis'  Third  Grade  class  began 
the  evening  with  a  spectacular  spaghetti  dinner. 

APRIL 

Justin  Whitman,  a  former  Goshen-Lempster  student, 
was  one  of  two  thousand  "ambassadors"  from  all  over  the 
world  who  were  chosen  as  Millennium  Dreamers  representatives 
to  attend  a  world  wide  conference  at  Disney  World  in 
Florida.   Justin  was  selected  on  the  basis  of  a  composition 
that  he  submitted,  outlining  his  community  achievements 
while  he  was  a  seventh  and  eighth  grade  student  at  the 
Goshen-Lempster  School.  Justin  also  indicated  that  his  goal  in 
life  is  to  become  a  teacher.  His  inspiration  is  his  fifth  grade 
beacher,  Ms.  Sandra  Lord.    As  an  older  student,  Justin  spent 
much  of  his  free  time  as  a  volunteer  in  Ms.  Lord's  classroom. 
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The  F.T.C.  sponsored  a  Christa  McAuliff  Planetarium 
presentation  for  the  entire  student  body.    Michael  Neece 
("Meteor  Mike"),  director  of  the  planetarium's  educational 
program,  provided  our  students  with  a  very  entertaining  and 
informative  program  on  astronomy. 


MAY 

Citizens  of  the  community  enjoyed  a  Goshen-Lempster 
Evening  at  the  Arts.    Student  art  work  was  displayed  for 
parents  and  guests.   Also,  Red  vs .  The  Wolf  was  performed  by 
a  cast  of  student  characters;  the  play  was  dedicated  to 
Ruth  LeClair,  the  founder  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  Theater 
Arts  Project.    In  addition,  Ms.  Waltzer's  School  Band  and 
Chorus  entertained  guests  with  a  number  of  selections. 

Community  agencies  frequently  come  in  to  school  to 
instruct  students  on  how  their  community  works  or  simply  to 
share  information  intended  to  keep  children  safe.  Two  resident 
attorneys,  Michael  Shklar  and  County  Prosecutor  Mark  Hathaway, 
provided  law  education  programs  for  our  students  as  part  of 
the  Lawyer  in  Every  School  Program.     Also,  Deputy  Sheriff 
Tom  Cummings  conducted  a  bicycle  safety  course  for  our 
students  . 

JUNE 

The  Eighth  Grade  Class  traveled  to  Lake  George  to 
spend  several  days  for  their  class  trip.    The  event  was 
made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  many  parents  under  the 
superb  organization  and  direction  of  Ms.  Gail  Peck. 

Eighth  Graduation  was  held  in  the  school  gymnasium 
on  the  evening  of  June  16.    This  very  talented  class  of 
thirty  three  students  was  represented  by  Co-Valedictorians 
Kevin  Dennis  and  Jessica  Osgood,  Co-Salutatorians 
Jesse  Leigh  Gagnon  and  Shawna  Palmer,  and  Co-Third  Honors 
students  Ethan  Peck  and  Laura  Walker.   Superintendent 
John  Handfield  gave  a  talk,  and  School  Board  members 
Marianne  Dennis  and  Eric  Walker  issued  diplomas.   A  reception 
for  the  graduates,  organized  by  the  P.T.C.  and  parents  of 
the  seventh  grade  students,  followed  the  graduation  ceremony. 

SUMMER 

As  we  focus  on  the  involvement  of  community  in  the 
school,  not  enough  can  be  said  about  the  awesome  program  of 
Kid'z  ' n  Mo-shun.    Two  weeks  of  fun  filled  and  educational 
activities  were  offered  to  students  (ie.  music,  martial  arts, 
dance,  boating,  cooking,  biking,  and  more).   This  awesome 
experience  was  the  result  of  the  volunteer  efforts  of  many 
citizens;  it  was  also  the  result  of  the  brilliant  organizational 
efforts  of  Ms.  Linda  Collins. 
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SEPTEMBER 

The  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  found  the  staff 
involved  with  activities  and  training  that  were  focused  on 
the  improvement  of  curriculum  and  teaching  strategies.   As 
part  of  an  effort  to  improve  the  school's  curriculum 
alignment  with  the  New  Hampshire  Curriculum  Frameworks, 
grants  were  written  to  support  the  activities  of  the  Cross 
Curricula  Project  (a  program  designed  by  the  staff).   The 
project  involves  consulting  with  the  firm  SYNERGY  to  best 
provide  opportunities  for  teachers  to  work  together  in 
curriculum  reform.   The  activities,  which  are  scheduled 
throughout  the  year,  bring  teachers  together  to  plan  lessons 
which  integrate  various  disciplines.  The  teachers  then  go 
into  a  particular  classroom  as  a  team,  with  the  consultant, 
to  implement  the  lesson  plan.  After  the  lesson,  the  teachers 
meet  in  a  workshop  format  to  discuss  the  outcomes.   Each 
classroom  receives  focus  several  times  throughout  the  year. 

Two  new  educational  programs  were  implemented  at  the 
start  of  school.   The  first  and  second  grades  began  an 
educational  arrangement  known  as  looping.   In  looping,  a 
teacher  remains  with  his  or  her  students  for  two  years, 
after  which  the  teacher  "loops"  back  to  pick-up  a  new 
student  group  in  the  fist  grade.   The  primary  advantages  to 
looping  are  the  ability  to  plan  curriculum  over  a  two  year 
period  (greater  continuity),  and  the  development  of  the 
student/teacher  relationship  does  not  need  to  be 
re-established  after  one  year  (greater  efficiency  in  terms 
of  classroom  function).  The  two  teachers  involved  in  the 
program  are  Sheryl  Pierce  and  Christine  Bourne  (new  to  our 
staff  this  year).    The  other  program  that  was  instituted 
this  year  is  a  multi-age  classroom.      The  teacher, 
Ms.  Elizabeth  Tilton-Wahlert  (also  new  to  our  staff  this 
year),  creates  thematic  lessons  for  a  group  of  students 
which  span  several  age  levels.   The  relationships  which  are 
formed  among  these  students  and  the  support  and  guidance  that 
the  students  provide  for  each  other  make  this  learning 
arrangement  very  special. 

Parents  contribute  to  the  educational  process  in  many 
different  ways.   Some  volunteer  their  time  in  the  classroom, 
others  will  make  themselves  present  at  very  strategic  times 
(such  School  Board  meetings  or  budget  meetings)  to  show  their 
support,  resulting  in  such  services  as  increased  nurse  time 
for  our  students.    Some  parents  will  spend  their  time  working 
with  support  groups  such  as  the  P.T.C.  to  provide  special 
programs  for  students;  call  President  Peggy  Brown  if  you  would 
like  to  be  involved.    Still  other  parents  will  make  material 
donations  to  classrooms  or  to  the  entire  school  (such  as 
Ms.  Samantha  Stillwell  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  LaBounty  who  donated 
playground  equipment  to  all  of  the  classrooms). 
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OCTOBER 

On  the  morning  of  October  6,  a  ribbon  cutting  ceremony- 
was  conducted  to  signify  the  official  opening  of  The 
School/Community  Basketball  Court.   The  P.T.C.  conducted  the 
ceremony,  the  School  Band  participated,  the  student  council 
provided  refreshment,  and  many  citizens  attended  (including 
State  Representative  Bob  O'dell).  The  project,  which  was  the 
"brain  child"  of  former  P.T.C.  President  Judy  Brenner,  was 
completed  under  the  direction  of  P.T.C.  President  Peggy  Brown, 
Vice  President  Janet  Gibson,  and  members  Lori  Tremblay  and 
Kim  Heath.    The  completion  of  the  court  was  made  possible 
by  many  contributions  from  citizens  and  local  businesses,  as 
well  as  a  matching  fund  School  District  appropriation. 

The  New  Hampshire  Educational  Assessment  results  for 
grades  three  and  six  indicated  an  improvement  from  the 
previous  year.   In  terms  of  the  mean-scaled  score  (a  range 
from  200  to  300),  the  third  grade  mathematics  and  language 
arts  results  each  improved  by  eleven  points;  the  sixth  grade 
scores  each  improved  by  three  points.   While  it  is  encouraging 
to  experience  gains  in  the  assessment,  there  remains  much  to 
be  done.  The  school  staff  will  continue  to  evaluate  and  modify 
the  school  curriculum  and  the  teaching  strategies;  using  the 
New  Hampshire  Curriculum  Frameworks  as  a  guideline. 

October  begins  the  season  of  home  heating  and  the 
increased  risks  of  house  fires.   To  educate  the  students 
about  fire  prevention,  the  Lempster  and  the  Goshen  Fire 
Departments  spent  a  morning  at  school  to  ensure  that  each 
child  understood  the  proper  procedures  to  follow  during  a  fire 
and  the  safe  practices  that  are  required  to  prevent  a  fire. 

NOVEMBER 

-   Citizens  of  the  community  enjoyed  the  many  activities 
at  the  Goshen-Lempster  eleventh  annual  Holiday  Crafts  Fair. 
This  was  an  opportunity  for  local  crafters  and  our  students 
to  show  their  handiwork.   It  was  also  an  opportunity  for 
neighbors  to  socialize  in  a  holiday  atmosphere  (enjoying 
good  food  and  having  a  little  fun)  while  supporting  their 
school.  Even  Santa  Clause  (Mr.  Arthur  Jillette)  was  on  hand 
to  hear  children  deliver  their  holiday  gift  wish  lists.  This 
festivity  is  a  product  of  the  dedication  and  organization  by 
the  Parent-Teachers  Club,  a  dynamic  group  of  individuals  who 
unselfishly  give  their  time  to  make  their  school  and  their 
community  a  better  place. 

The  Local  Educational  Improvement  Team  embarked  on 
the  evaluation  of  a  structured  school  volunteer  program  and 
the  formation  of  a  new  three  year  technology  plan  for  the 
District.    The  team  members  represent  a  cross  section  of 
citizens  from  Goshen  and  Lempster  (parents  of  students, 
staff  members,  senior  citizens,  home  school  parents,  etc.); 
the  members  are  Ms.  Susan  Roberts,  Dr.  Lilyan  Wright, 
Ms.  Barbara  Richards,  Ms.  Carolyn  Fellows,  Ms.  Sandra  Lord, 
and  Mr.  John  Bonfiglio.   The  team  continually  evaluates 
school  programs;  they  also  spend  considerable  time  tracking 
Goshen-Lempster  students  through  high  school  and  college. 
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DECEMBER 

The  Traveling  Lantern  Players  presented  the  play 
The  Prince  and  the  Pauper  to  the  entire  student  body.   This 
event  was  one  of  the  many  programs  that  the  P.T.C  sponsors. 

The  annual  Holiday  Concert  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  December  21.   Directed  by  Ms.  Pam  Waltzer,  there  were 
presentations  by  classrooms,  the  School  Band,  the  School  Chorus 
and  individual  students.   There  was  standing  room  only  as 
parents  and  guests  enjoyed  the  performance. 


Today's  schools  must  serve  society  as  well  as  meet  the  needs 
of  individual  students  and  their  families.   Our  students  are 
preparing  to  be  active  citizens  ,  knowledgeable  workers,  caring 
and  compassionate  people,  and  life  long  learners  who  will  continue 
to  use  education  as  a  means  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
themselves  and  others.   Recently,  education  has  become  a  political 
battleground  among  competing  special  interests  groups.

As  we  strive  to  maximize  our  human,  technological 
and  financial  resources,  our  challenge  is  to  maintain  the 
incredible  pace  of  our  changing  world.  We  will  be,  and  should  be, 
held  accountable  as  to  how  effectively  we  use  those  resources  to 
achieve  our  mission. 

Every  child  deserves  a  school  that  is  inviting,  stimulating 
and  academically  challenging.   Such  a  system  is  the  product  of  a 
high  caliber  staff  and  a  supportive  community  that  share  the 
belief  that  each  child  has  the  ability  and  the  need  to  learn.  The 
Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  is  such  a  system.   With  the 
continued  community  support,  the  continued  articulate  direction 
by  our  School  Board,  the  continued  investment  of  boundless  energy 
by  our  school  volunteers,  and  the  continued  awesome  efforts 
of  our  school  staff,  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  will  continue  to 
be  a  school  system  that  its  community  can  be  proud  of.

The  meeting  was  opened  by  Moderator,  Michael  Shklar,  at  7:07 
pm.   He  then  proceeded  to  outline  the  procedure  for  the 
meeting,   The  meeting  is  for  registered  voters  and  any  who 
are  not  registered  voters  were  asked  to  sit  on  the  left  side 
of  the  room.  Mr.  Shklar  explained  that  as  each  Article  is 
read  it  is  usually  explained  by  a  member  of  the  School  Board. 
He  will  then  open  the  floor  for  public  comment. 

Ms.  G.  Fleming  then  thanked  Arthur  Jillette  for  his  years  of 
service  to  the  School  Board.   He  was  then  presented  with  a 
bouquet  of  flowers. 

Mr.  Shklar  then  proceeded  with  the  meeting  by  reading  the 
following  Ifrom  the  School  Warrant.   "To  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  District,  in  the  towns 
of  Goshen  and  Lempster,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  District 
affairs . 

You  are  hearby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative  School  Gymnasium  in  Lempster  on  the  4th  day  of 
March  2000,  at  seven  o'clock  PM  to  act  upon  the  articles  set 
forth  in  the  Warrant.   Articles  1  &  2  of  the  Warrant  covering 
the  election  of  Moderator,  Member  of  the  School  Board  from 
Lempster  and  filling  a  vacant  School  Board  position  for  a 
Goshen  term  will  be  acted  upon  at  three  o'clock  PM,  and 
voting  will  be  by  oofficial  ballot  and  checklist.   The  polls 
will  remain  open  for  this  purpose  from  three  o'clock  PM  until 
at  least  seven-thirty  PM. " 

ARTICLE  1  --  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year.   (By

ARTICLE  2  --  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  from 
Lempster  for  a  five  year  term  beginning  March  4,  2000,  and  to 
choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  from  Goshen  for  the 
remainder  of  a  term  beginning  March  4,  2000  and  expiring 
2002.

ARTICLE  3  --  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees, 
or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Arthur  Jillette  and  seconded  by  Arne 
Nilsen  to  accept  this  Article  as  written.  The  motion  was 
passed  unanimously  by  voice  vote  without  comment  or  debate. 

Mr  Fabrycky  stated  he  would  like  to  amend  Article  2  and  was 
told  by  the  Moderator  that  the  Article  was  not  amendable  but 
determined  by  a  ballot  vote.  It  is  covered  by  the  District 
by-laws  and  is  not  a  debatable  Article. 

ARTICLE  4  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  (up  to) 
SEVENTY  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($75,000.00)  for  unanticipated 
special  education  costs  for  the  current  school  year  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  TWENTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($20,000.00)  from  the  "special  education"  Capital  Reserve  for 
that  purpose.   The  balance  of  $55,000.00  is  to  come  from 
general  taxation1.   The  School  Board  recommended  this 
appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  John  Tirrell  and  seconded  by  Bill 
Robinson  for  this  Article.   M.  Dennis  of  the  School  Board 
addressed  the  Article  saying  that  the  budget  is  formed  seven 
months  before  the  school  year  and  there  are  times  when  the 
anticipated  costs  are  not  enough.  If  a  student  comes  to  the 
school  with  an  IEP  needing  services  not  anticipated  we  have 
no  choice  but  to  provide  those  services.  Mr.  Onnela  questions 
the  wording  of  the  Article  and  feels  the  word  "deficit" 
should  be  used.. Dr.  Handfield  commented  on  the  wording  of  the 
Article  so  it  would  be  clearly  understood.   Mr  Grenier 
questioned  whether  this  appropriation  was  for  this  year  alone 
and  if  it  is  what  Mr.  Onnela  termed  a  "deficit 
appropriation.   ARTICLE  4  passed  with  a  majority  voice  vote 
and  very  few  "no" .

ARTICLE  5  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  TWO  MILLION  SIX  HUNDRED  FIFTY 
THREE  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  SEVENTY  SEVEN  DOLLARS  AND  00/100 
($2,653,577.00)  for  the  support  of  school,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.   The  School 
Board  recommends  this  appropriation.   (Majority  vote 
required.)  NOTE:  The  Board  anticipates  that  $1,717,039.00 
from  sources  other  than  general  taxation  will  be  available  to 
apply  towards  these  expenditures. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Arthur  Jillette  and  seconded  by  Michael 
Potter  on  this  Article.   Mr. Jillette  spoke  on  this  Article 
saying  some  expenditures  took  a  tremendous  jump  such  as  high 
school  tuition.  Another  increase  was  for  special  education 
expenses.  The  negotiated  contract  with  the  teachers  caused 
another  increase  although  it  is  lower  than  other  school 
districts  in  the  State.  Mr.  Jillette  explained  there  is  a 
$540.00  difference  between  the  budget  and  the  Article  because 
of  a  typographical  error.  The  reimbursements  we  will  receive 
will  mean  the  amount  we  need  to  raise  will  be  $936,538.00. 

Mr.  Fabrycky  asked  how  many  tuition  special  education 
students  there  are  and  how  many  total  special  education 
students  there  are?   Principal,  John  Bonfiglio  stated  there 
are  forty  special  education  students  in  house  with  different 
levels  of  need,  and  Dr.  Handfield  stated  there  are  five 
tuition  students.  A  question  was  asked  if  the  health  benefits 
for  the  teachers  was  broadened  to  go  along  with  the  greater 
cost.  The  answer  was  "no".  Mr.  Bonfiglio  explained  that  there 
is  an  item  of  $5,000.00  for  curriculum  development  which  was 
taken  out  of  the  budget  last  year  but  felt  we  needed  to  put 
it  in  for  this  year.  Supplies  and  materials  also  include  all 
photo  copies,  etc.   Ms.  Janicke  questioned  the  difference  in 
cost  if  we  were  with  SAU  43  as  opposed  to  being  with  SAU  71. 
She  also  wanted  to  understand  if  the  administrative  costs 
included  the  electricity  for  the  SAU  office.  The  answer  was 
that  the  school  is  absorbing  the  cost  of  the  electricity  for 
the  SAU  office.  There  was  also  a  question  about  the  salary  of 
the  SAU  Superintendent.  The  figures  given  were  for  last  year 
and  the  coming  year.  Lilyan  Wright  spoke  on  the  decision  to 
have  our  own  SAU  knowing  full  well  there  would  be 
administrative  costs.   Mr.  Jillette  explained  that  the 
Newport  schools  are  becoming  crowded  and  they  will  need  more 
schools.  If  we  joined  them  they  would  be  able  to  get  more 
funding.

The  main  reason  we  split  was  because  we  had  very  little  input 
and  there  is  no  guarantee  Newport  would  take  us  back.  At  that 
time  a  women  defended  good  education  for  the  children.  The 
difference  of  cost  in  the  split  should  not  be  the  main 
concern  but  better  education  should  be  the  priority.  In 
answer  to  a  question  of  why  we  split  in  the  first  place  Doris 
Adler  clarified  that  we  now  have  100%  of  administrative 
attention  on  Goshen-Lempster .  The  opinion  that  the  split  was 
caused  by  personality  problems  and  that  there  was  an 
antagonistic  atmosphere  with  Newport.  Mr.  Barrett  repeated 
that  we  had  very  little  say  in  SAU  43. 

Increased  cost  of  the  Technology  plan  was  questioned  and  John 
Bonfiglio  explained  that  a  site  license  was  good  for  only  one 
program.   For  each  additional  program  a  new  site  license  must 
be  paid  for.  At  this  time  we  hope  to  bring  the  part  time 
facilitator  up  to  full  time.  John  Bonfiglio  also  answered  a 
statement  that  Goshen-Lempster  school  was  going  down  hill  on 
grades.  He  explained  that  statistics  were  not  always  accurate 
because  in  a  small  school  a  small  percentage  of  poor  students 
would  show  up  as  a  larger  percentage  of  the  total.  The  same 
number  of  poor  students  in  a  large  school  would  be  a  smaller 
percentage  of  the  total.  Goshen-Lempster  was  defended  because 
of  the  number  of  our  students  who  are  on  the  honor  roll  in 
the  different  high  schools.  Lilyan  Wright  stated  there  are  a 
good  number  of  Goshen-Lempster  students  graduating  from  the 
various  high  schools.  Mr  Shklar  called  for  a  motion  to  cease 
discussion  and  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Bard,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Robinson.  All  were  in  favor.  This  article  passed  by  a  voice 
vote  with  very  few  "no"  votes. 

ARTICLE  6  —  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
change  the  purpose  of  an  existing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  from 
"financing  capital  improvements"  to  "  financing  the 
replacement  or  repair  of  existing  equipment".  The  School 
Board  recommends  this  article.  (2/3  vote  required) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  L.  Brown  and  seconded  by  Janet 
Gibson  to  move  on  this  article.  John  Hopkins  explained  the 
article  after  which  there  was  very  little  discussion.  A  voice 
vote  was  taken  and  passed  unamimously. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  GOSHEN-LEMPSTER  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
FEBRUARY  4,  2000 


ARTICLE  7  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
designate  the  School  Board  as  agents  to  expend  from  the 
"replacement  or  repair  of  existing  eguipment"  capital  reserve 
effective  immediately.   The  School  Board  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  prior  to  the  expenditure  of  such  funds.   Notice  of 
the  time,  place,  and  subject  of  such  hearing  shall  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  meeting  is  held.  The  School  Board 
recommends  this  article.  (Majority  vote  required) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Michael  Potter,  seconded  by  William 
Robinson  for  this  article.   John  Hopkins  explained  the  need 
to  be  able  to  spend  funds  for  emergency  repairs  but  the 
public  would  be  kept  aware  by  a  notice  of  a  meeting.  A  voice 
vote  was  taken  with  all  in  favor. 

ARTICLE  8  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate'  the  sum  of  EIGHT  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  TWENTY 
FIVE  DOLLARS  ($8,525.00)  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
nurses  position  from  thirty  percent  (30%)  time  to  seventy 
percent  (70%)  time.  An  increase  of  40%  time.  The  School  Board 
recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Carol  Whitman  and  seconded  by  John 
Fabrycky  for  this  article.  Mr.  John  Terrell  quite  eloquently 
praised  the  School  Board  for  their  time  and  effort  on  behalf 
of  the  school  and  the  students.  The  negotiating  committee  was 
praised  for  their  efforts  in  getting  the  teachers  contract. 
Speaking  for  this  article  Mr.  Terrell  stated  the  nurse   takes 
Mom's  place  while  the  children  are  in  school  and  we  need  to 
have  a  nurse  available  when  the  children  have  problems.  A 
voice  vote  was  taken  after  very  few  comments  and  passed 
unamiously 

ARTICLE  9  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  NINETEEN  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED 
FIFTY  DOLLARS  ($19,550.00)  for  the  purpose  of  implimenting 
Phase  2  of  the  School  Districts  three  year  Technology  Plan. 
The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority 
vote  required)  NOTE  -  This  appropriation,  in  addition  to  the 
appropriation  requested  in  Article  10  would  fully  implement 
Phase  2  of  the  Technology  Plan. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Gail  Fleming  and  seconded  by  Leonard 
Brown  for  this  article.  Gail  Fleming  praised  the  staff  and 
administration  on  the  Technology  Plan.  We  now  have  computers 
in  the  school  which  makes  the  students  knowledgable  and 
competitive  when  they  get  to  high  school.  She  spoke  of  the 
$35,000.00  grant  received  to  give  the  students  state  of  the 
art  computers  and  staff  development.  Part  of  why  we  received 
the  grant  was  because  we  had  the  Technology  Plan  in  place. 
Artical  9  passed  with  a  voice  vote  of  "y%S"  and  very  few 
'  no"  . 
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ARTICLE  10  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIFTEEN  THOUSAND  THREE 
HUNDRED  SEVENTY  FIVE  DOLLARS  ($15,375.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  Technology  Facilitator  from  a  part  time  to  a 
full  time  position  pursuant  to  Phase  2  of  the  School 
District's  three  year  Technology  Plan.  The  School  Board 
recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Gail  Fleming  and  seconded  by  Michael 
Potter  for  this  article.  Gail  Fleming  explained  the 
$35,000.00  grant.  Jean  Barrett  questioned  the  need  for  more 
money.  Gail  explained  that  the  grant  is  for  a  specific 
purpose  and  if  it  is  not  used  for  that  purpose  it  goes  back 
to  the  State.  John  Bonfiglio  explained  the  Facilitator  has 
several  different  parts  to  his  job  such  as  how  he  works  with 
the  teachers,  needs  time  to  study  set  ups  around  the  State  to 
set  up  a  networking  system.  Phase  3  would  be  similar  to  what 
we  do  now  but  the  increased  time  would  allow  us  to  get 
further  use  of  the  system.  The  grant  would  allow  us  to  get 
more  hardware  for  the  system  and  keep  our  computers  up  to  par 
and  the  computer  lab  would  be  up  to  the  standards  of  other 
schools.  Mr.  Hathaway  asked  for  further  explanation  on  the 
use  of  the  computers  and  the  cost  of  Phase  3.  Mr.  Bonfiglio 
continued  to  explain  the  costs  of  equipment,  etc.  With  the 
grant  we  will  get  the  hardware  onto  the  networking  system. 
Gail  Fleming  then  spoke  of  the  positive  aspects  of  the 
article . 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr. Bard  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Potter  to 
end  the  debate.  The  motion  to  cease  bebate  on  Article  10.  All 
were  in  favor  to  call  the  question  to  cease  debate.  The 
Article  passed  with  a  voice  vote  of  "yes"  and  very  few  "no". 

ARTICLE  11  —  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($5,000.00)  to  be  added  to  the  School  District  gym  floor 
replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established . The 
School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote 
requi  red ) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Gail  Fleming  and  seconded  by  Harrison 
Stover  for  this  Article.  Gail  Fleming  spoke  on  the  condition 
at  this  time  and  the  need  to  replace  the  floor  in  the  future. 
The  cost  would  depend  on  what  we  choose  to  do  at  the  time.  In 
answer  to  Mr.  Barrett's  question  on  cost  the  estimate  would 
be  between  fifteen  and  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The  motion 
passed  by  majority  with  very  few  "no". 
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ARTICLE  12  --  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($5,000.00)  to  be  added  to  the  School  District  Boiler 
Replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  The 
School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote 
required ) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Madeline  Ferland  and  seconded  by  Leonard 
Brown  for  this  article.   The  boiler  in  question  is  in  the  old 
part  of  the  building  and  was  installed  in  1956  or  1957 
according  to  John  Hopkins.  A  good  quality  boiler  would  be 
anywhere  from  $25,000.00  to  $35,000.00.   A  new  boiler  would 
greatly  increase  efficiency.  The  boiler  could  be  replaced  for 
about  $10,000.00.  Jean  Barrett  wanted  to  know  if  this 
appropriation  would  be  completion  of  the  reserve  fund. 
Michael  Shklar  read  Article  13  from  the  previous  year  which 
established  the  reserve  fund.  That  article  passed 
unaminously.  John  Hopkins  answered  Mr  Onella's  question  on 
the  cost  of  fuel  used  for  the  year.  We  use  six  thousand 
gallons  at  a  cost  of  $4200.00  per  year.  Ms.  Peggy  Brown  made 
a  motion  seconded  by  William  Robinson  to  cease  debate  on  this 
Article.  The  voice  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor  of  this 
motion.  Mr.  Shklar  then  read  the  Article  after  the  vote  was 
taken  on  the  Article.  There  was  a  unanimous  vote  in  favor  of 
this  Article. 

ARTICLE  13  —  Shall  the  School  District  accept  the  provisions 
of  RSA  198: 20-b  providing  that  any  School  District  at  an 
Annual  Meeting  may  adopt  an  Article  authorizing  indefinitely, 
until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  School  Board 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
the  School  District,  unanticipated  money  from  state,  federal, 
or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes 
available  during  the  ffiscal  year?  Such  money  shall  be  used 
only  if  (1)  it  is  used  for  legal  purposes  for  which  a  School 
District  may  appropriate  money,  (2)  the  School  Board  holds  a 
public  hearing  on  the  expenditure  of  such  money  before  it  is 
expended,  and  (3)  it  does  not  require  expenditure  of  other 
School  District  funds  except  those  funds  lawfully 
appropriated  for  the  same  purpose.  (Majority  vote  required) 

Motion  was  made  by  Arthur  Jillette  and  seconded  by  Madeline 
Ferland  to  move  on  this  Article.  Arthur  Jillette  explained 
that  during  the  school  we  sometimes  get  grants  that  were  not 
anticipated  in  the  school  budget.  We  then  do  not  have  the 
right  to  spend  those  funds  unless  we  call  a  special  school 
meeting . 
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ARTICLE  13  (ccontinued)   Sometimes  people  make  a  gift  to  the 
school,  or  money  left  in  a  will,  etc.  where  we  would  have  to 
have  a  special  meeting  to  be  able  to  use  the  money.  This 
Article  would  make  it  possible  to  use  the  money  according  to 
the  RSA  198:20-b.  Mr  Wirkkla  asked  if  the  Article  could  be 
amended.  Doris  Adler  asked  if  this  will  include  money  from 
the  State  to  which  Arthur  Jillette  stated  money  from  the 
State  is  already  budgeted. 

The  Article  voted  on  last  year  was  for  that  year  only  whereas 
this  Article  would  be  in  perpetuity.  Linda  Janicke  made  the 
motion  to  amend  the  Article  to  be  effective  only  for  one 
year.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Onnela.  The  vote  was  taken  on 
the  motion  to  amend  the  Article  which  was  defeated.  There 
were  very  few  "yes"  votes.   Motion  was  then  made  by  Mr. 
Robinson,  seconded  by  Phyllis  Clark  to  vote  on  the  main 
motion  which  was  passed  with  a  voice  vote  and  very  few  "no" 

Mr.  Shklar  then  thanked  the  public  for  their  participation 
and  interest  in'  the  school  meeting. 

ARTICLE  14  --  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Jillette  responded  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Scranton  on  the 
SAU.  Mr  Jillette  stated  we  were  concerned  about  the 
Goshen-Lempster  children.  They  are  free  to  go  to  any  high 
school  and  we  transport  them.  Newport  needs  more  space  in 
their  school  and  it  is  possible  our  students  would  not  be 
able  to  go  to  Newport.  We  may  eventually  need  our  own  high 
school.  Mr.  Richards  questioned  the  generator  bought  a  few 
years  ago.  John  Hopkins  answered  that  it  was  for  emergency 
backup  but  had  problems.  Mr.  Hathaway  wanted  an  analysis  of 
the  heating  system  over  the  coming  year. 

Gail  Fleming  presented  the  gift  of  flowers  to  Arthur  Jillette 
for  his  dedication  to  the  School  Board. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:23  pm .
